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PREFACE 

HE  basis  of  this  Bibliography  is  the  manu- 
script catalogue  of  my  own  collection  of 
books  relating  to  engraving  in  America  and 
American  books  relating  to  the  art  and  his- 
tory of  engraving.^  The  next  step  was  a  request  from 
my  friend  M.  Gustave  Bourcard,the  accomplished  author 
of  "A  TRAVERS  Cinq  Si]fcCLES  de  Gravures  1350- 
1903,"  and  many  other  important  books  on  the  subject, 
to  give  him  a  list  of  the  latest  publications  in  America 
relating  to  engravings  and  engravers  as  he  was  preparing 
a  work  "on  books  published  on  Engravings  and  En- 
gravers in  France  and  Abroad."  ^ 

I  wished  to  send  M.  Bourcard  as  complete  a  list  as 
possible,  and  the  result  is  this  essay. 

I  do  not  for  one  moment  imagine  that  it  is  complete, 
but  I  have  noted  all  the  books  I  have  been  able  to  find, 
including  a  few  not  published  in  America,  but  which 
relate  to  American  engraving.   Magazine  articles  are  not

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I  think  the  lists  in  the  Appendix  (pages  74  et  seq.)^ 
of  Artists  whose  works  are  catalogued,  of  catalogues  of 
Portraits,  Private  Collections,  etc.,  will  be  helpful. 

The  Officials  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  Smithsonian 
Institution,  the  libraries  of  every  State  in  the  Union, 
and  various  other  public  libraries,  as  well  as  many  other 
people  I  have  never  met,  have  been  very  kind  in  answer- 
ing letters  and  furnishing  information.
